Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting*  for  your  consideration  my 
Annual  Report  upon  the  Health  of  your  District  for  the  year 

1946. 

My  report  is  confined  to  a  brief  outline  of  the  main 
features  of  the  health  developments  of  the  year  and  to 
statistical  details,  but  a  complete  record  of  work  in  connect¬ 
ion  with  environmental  hygiene  is  contained  in  the  Annual 
Report  of  your  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  Chief  Sanitary 
Officer,  which  is  appended  hereto. 

This  will  probably  be  my  last  Annual  Report  as  your 
Acting*  Medical  Officer  in  view  of  the  proposals  now  being 
considered  for  the  appointment  of  a  full-time  Medical  Officer 
to  act  as  Divisional  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
also  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Rural  Districts  of 
Tadcaster  and  Wetherby.  This  development  is  inevitable  by 
r'eason  of  the  implications  of  the  National  Health  Services 
Act,  1946  and  the  Education  Act,  1945. 

I  desire  to  express  my  gratitude  for  the  assistance  which 
has  been  so  readily  given  to  me  by  the  Members  and  officials 
of  the  Council.

Wetherby  Rural  District  is  situate  in  mid-Wharfedale 
and  is  predominantly  agricultural  in  character  although  a 
large  sector  of  the  district  has  had  considerable  residential 
development.  The  Parish  and  Market  Town  of  Wetherby 
are  placed  centrally  and  roads  radiate  therefrom  to  the  whole 
of  the  District.  Wetherby  Township  is  essentially  urban  in 
character  and  within  its  boundary  are  two  Naval  Training 
Stations  (erected  during  the  War)  which  are  to  be  continued 
on  a  permanent  basis.  This  development  will,  in  the  future, 
have  a  widespread  influence  on  the  social  conditions  of  a 
large  part  of  the  District. 

The  improvement  of  agricultural  conditions,  if  main¬ 
tained,  will  of  necessity  be  reflected  in  better  living  conditions 
for  those  engaged  in  the  industry,  and  to  meet  the  demand 
for  improved  amenities  your  Council  have  already  made 
considerable  progress  towards  the  provision  of  houses,  water 
supply,  sewerage  and  modern  sanitation  and  an  up-to-date 
public  cleansing  service. 

The  health  of  your  District  continues  to  be  very  good. 
The  vital  statistics  for  1946  are  given  in  the  attached  tables. 
Points  from  these  figures  worthy  of  comment  are: — 

(a)  the  considerable  and  constant  increase  of  the  local 
birth  rate  during  the  last  decade  ; 

(b)  the  substantial  reduction  in  infantile  mortality  which 
has  halved  in  the  last  ten  years,  and  the  absence  this 
year  of  any  maternal  mortality ; 

(c)  the  higher  death  rate  for  this  Rural  District  com¬ 
pared  with  the  mean  rate  for  the  aggregate  of  all 
the  Rural  Districts  in  the  West  Riding.  This  trend 
can  be  associated  with  the  similar  tendency  in  death 
rates  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart,  circulation  and 
respiration,  and  it  indicates  that  the  population  of 
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your  District  has  a  larger  proportion  of  the  older 
age  groups  than  applies  in  the  other  districts.  A 
review  of  the  residential  and  social  circumstances  of 
your  area  confirmes  this  opinion  ; 

(d)  the  deaths  from  the  principal  infectious  diseases  are 
approximately  42%  of  the  average  for  the  whole  of 
the  West  Riding  Administrative  Area  and  33%  of 
the  figure  for  the  aggregate  of  Rural  Districts.

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SECTION  B. — GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 

SERVICES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Staff, 

The  names  and  qualifications  of  the  staff  will  be  found 
at  the  commencement  of  this  Report. 

Mr.  T.  V.  Gray,  your  Surveyor  and  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  nearly  40  years,,  retired  on  31st  March,  1946. 
Mr.  Gray,  together  with  the  late  Dr.  J.  A.  Hargreaves  (for 
45  years  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health)  pioneered  many  of 
the  improvements  in  the  Sanitary  circumstances  of  your 
District  and  the  achievements  during  Mr.  Gray’s  years  of 
service  stand  as  a  tribute  to  his  vision  and  ability. 

Mr.  John  Marriott  (your  Deputy  Surveyor  and  Sanitary 
Inspector  since  1933)  was  appointed  Engineer,  Surveyor  and 
Chief  Sanitary  Officer  to  succeed  Mr.  Gray  and  the  amount 
and  quality  of  the  work  carried  out  in  his  Department  since 
his  appointment  indicates  that  your  Council  are  fortunate  in 
the  appointment. 

Mr.  Wm.  L,  Barnsley  was  appointed  Deputy  Surveyor 
and  Additional  Sanitary  Officer  and  commenced  duty  on  24th 
June,  1946.  Mr.  Barnsley  was  previously  employed  by  the 
Borough  Councils  of  Stretford,  Ashton-under-Lyme  and 
Harrogate. 

There  is  an  urgent  need  for  Mr.  Marriott  to  have  further 
assistance  especially  in  connection  with  the  Rural  Housing 
Survey  Rodent  Control,  Milk  and  Food  Supervision  and 
Sampling  etc.  and  I  advise  the  appointment  of  a  Junior 
qualified  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Chemical  analysis  of  water  and  other  substances  is  carried 
out  by  Messrs.  Richardson  &  Jaffe,  County  Analysts,  Brad¬ 
ford. 

All  bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the 
W.R.C.C.  Public  Health  Laboratory,  County  Hall,  Wakefield. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  ambulance  facilities  of  the  Council  have  been  very 
satisfactory  but  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946  will 
transfer  this  service  to  the  West  Riding  County  Council  and 
a  scheme  for  a  full-time  ambulance  service  is  being  prepared. 

Mortuary. 

By  an  arrangement  with  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
the  mortuary  at  the  Public  Institution,,  Wetherby,  is  main¬ 
tained  by  your  Council  as  a  Public  Mortuary  and  the  facilities 
provided  are  reasonably  satisfactory. 
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Nursing  in  the  Home. 

District  Nursing  schemes  now  serve  the  whole  district 
and  a  County  Council  Health  Visitor  renders  beneficial 
service  in  and  around  Wetherby. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  decision  to  close  the  Stockeld  Park  Emergency 
Maternity  Hospital  early  in  1947  is  regretted.  This  hospital 
has  given  excellent  service  during  the  war  years  and  over 
2,000  births  have  taken  place  without  the  loss  of  a  single 
mother.  There  appears  to  be  a  substantial  case  to  be  made 
out  for  a  permanent  maternity  hospital  to  serve  your  area. 

The  Child  Welfare  Centres  continue  to  do  excellent  work 
but  the  development  of  such  centres  in  many  other  parishes 
in  your  District  is  very  desirable. 

Hospital  Accommodation  and  Treatment. 

There  is  no  change  in  the  detailed  particulars  given  in 
my  report  for  1938. 


SECTION  C— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE 

AREA. 

Environment  Hygiene. 

The  Annual  Report  of  Mr.  J.  Marriott,  your  Engineer, 
Surveyor  and  Chief  Sanitary  Officer  fully  records  the  work  of 
his  Department  and  amongst  other  matters  deals  with  Water 
Supply,  Sewerage  and  Drainage,  Public  Cleansing,  Abatement 
of  Nuisances  etc. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  Mr.  Marriott 
for  his  very  willing  co-operation  at  all  times. 

I  have  to  commend  to  the  attention  of  the  Council  the 
record  given  in  Mr.  Marriott’s  report  of  the  proposed  water 
and  sewerage  schemes  and  I  trust  that  your  Council  will 
continue  to  press  for  the  early  provision  of  these  necessary 
facilities. 

The  development  of  the  Public  Cleansing  Service  is  a 
very  real  advancement  in  the  public  health  seervices  of  your 
Council  and  is  widely  recognised  as  being  long  overdue. 
Considerable  energy  and  time  has  been  devoted  to  the  detailed 
organisation  of  the  new  service  by  Mr.  Marriott  and  much 
of  the  work  has  been  done  outside  office  hours. 

The  Council  should  be  congratulated  on  their  decision  to 
proceed  with  the  modernisation  and  extension  of  the 
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Wetherby  Public  Conveniences.  The  need  for  reconstruction 
was  apparent  in  1938  but  the  outbreak  of  war  frustrated  any 
attempt  to  proceed  with  the  matter,  meanwhile  the  condition 
of  the  existing  conveniences  rapidly  deteriorated  and  at 
present  it  is  only  with  the  utmost  difficulty  that  the  premises 
are  maintained  in  a  reasonably  hygienic  condition.  The 
scheme  of  reconstruction  was  prepared  by  Mr.  Marriott  and 
here  again  much  of  his  “  leisure  ”  time  has  been  fully 
occupied. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Minister  of  Health  will  permit  the 
wTork  to  be  commenced  at  an  early  date. 


SECTION  D.— HOUSING. 

The  work  in  connection  with  the  provision  of  new  houses 
has  of  necessity  taken  precedence  over  normal  housing  work, 
but  nevertheless  it  has  been  possible  to-  achieve  substantial 
improvement  to  a  small  number  of  houses  and  to  remedy 
housing  defects  to  a  larger  number  of  dwellings.  The  repair 
of  dwellings  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  due  largely  to 
shortages  of  labour  and  material,  but  also  to  the  difficult 
financial  position  in  which  many  worthy  owners  of  property 
find  themselves.  This  is  due  to  the  increased  cost  of  building 
repairs  and  the  fixed  income  from  rents  which  cannot  be 
increased.  There  is  an  obvious  need  for  early  amendment 
of  the  Rent  Restrictions  Acts  to  allow  an  overall  increase  of 
rents  to  cover  the  increased  maintenance  costs.

For  your  information  and  consideration  I  submit  my 
first  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  my  Department  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1946  (Public  Cleansing  for  the 
year  ending  31st  March,  1947). 

I  commenced  duty  as  your  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and 
Chief  Sanitary  Officer  on  the  1st  April,  1946  in  succession  to 
Mr.  Thomas  V.  Gray  who  retired  on  superannuation  after 
forty  years  service  as  your  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  marked  improvement  of  the  sanitary  circumstances 
of  your  district  since  1907  is  largely  due  to  the  vision  and 
enterprise  of  Mr.  Gray,  and  I  desire  to  record  my  personal 
thanks  to  him  for  the  training  and  encouragement  which  1 
received  from  him,  and  also<  to  associate  myself  with  your 
Council’s  wishes  that  he  may  . enjoy  many  healthy  and  happy 
years  of  well-earned  retirement. 

Notwithstanding  difficult  conditions,  the  year  has  been 
one  of  marked  progress  in  almost  every  section  of  the  work 
of  the  Department,  and  especially  in  the  preliminary  stages 
of  the  further  development  of  public  services  throughout  the 
Rural  District.  Full  details  of  the  work  will  be  found  in  the 
appended  report. 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  generous 
assistance  given  by  the  Chairman,,  Members,  Officers  and 
staff  of  the  Council,  my  Deputy — Mr.  W.  L,  Barnsley,  and 
officials  of  the  various  Public  Authorities  with  which  the 
work  of  the  Department  is  associated. 

As  an  appendix  to  the  main  report,  I  append  a  brief 
record  of  the  work  of  the  Department  during  the  war  years.

Additional  powers  and  duties  have  been  vested  in  the  Council  by 
the  following  new  legislation  : — 

The  Water  Act  of  1945  and  Regulations  made  thereunder. 

The  Acquisition  of  Land  (Authorisation  Procedure)  Act,  1946  and 
Regulations  thereunder. 

The  Housing  (Financial  &  Miscellaneous  Provisions)  Act,  1946. 

The  Building  Restrictions  (Wartime  Contraventions)  Act  1946. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1946. 

Town  and  Country  Planning  (General  Interim  Development)  Order 
1946. 

The  most  important  local  government  measure  now  before  Parlia¬ 
ment  is  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Bill.  This  Bill,  if  passed  into 
Law  in  its  present  form,  will  deprive  the  Council  of  most  of  its  planning 
powers  (also  Regional  Planning  Committees  such  as  at  present  operate 
in  this  area  will  cease  to  exist).  The  County  Council  will  become  the 
Planning  Authority  charged  with  the  duty  of  preparing  a  Development 
Plan  and  will  be  obliged  only  to  consult  your  Council  without  any 
guarantee  that  attention  will  be  paid  to  your  representations. 

Government  Departments  have  continued  to  issue  many  circulars 
including  117  dealing  with  Housing  and  Building  Licensing.  Careful 
study  of  the  contents  of  these  circulars  has  been  essential  for  efficient 
day  to  day  administration. 


C.— ADMINISTRATIVE  DEVELOPMENTS. 

At  the  Annual  Council  Meeting  in  April,  1946  it  was  decided  to 
alter  the  arrangements  for  Committee  Meetings  and  the  principal 
Committees  now  meet  on  Thursday  every  four  Aveeks  to  alternate  fort¬ 
nightly  Avith  meetings  of  the  Council.  This  has  facilitated  the  Avork  of 
the  Departments  in  the  preparation  of  reports. 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  in  pursuance  of  their  po Avers 
under  the  Local  GoAmrnment  Act,  1933  have  prepared  a  scheme  for  the 
employment  of  full  time  Medical  Officers  of  Health  under  a  Preventative 
Health  Service  which  will  result  in  the  appointment  of  a  Medical  Officer 
jointly  Avith  Tadcaster  R.D.C.  and  Avith  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 

The  Medical  Officer,  Avhen  appointed,  will  be  responsible  for  Health 
Services  administered  by  the  County  Council  within  the  area  of  the 
Wetherby  and  Tadcaster  Rural  Districts  and  will  also  act  as  District 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  tAvo  authorities.  It  is  anticipated 
i  hat  the  appointment  of  the  neAv  Medical  Officer  will  be  made  during 
1947.

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SI —ORGANISATION  AND  STAFF. 

Owing  to  increased  duties  and  the  development  of  additional  services 
it  has  been  necessary  to  make  certain  changes  and  the  following  is  a 
record  of  developments  during  the  year  : — 

Deputy  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector _ Mr.  W.  L  Barnsley,  of 

Harrogate,  commenced  duty  on  the  24th  June,  1946. 

Clerk  of  Works — Housing — Mr.  E.  Moon,  of  Otley,  commenced  duty 

on  the  24th  July,  1946. 

General  Foreman. — Mr.  B.  Wood  was  appointed  General  Foreman 

as  from  the  14th  October,  1946. 

Manual  Workers. — 9  additional  workmen  were  appointed  and  two 
further  men  were  appointed  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  one  workman’s 
death  (Mr.  W.  W.  Whitehead)  and  the  resignation  of  another  (Mr.  H. 
Greenwood).  A  total  of  18  manual  workers  are  now  employed.  The 
continued  development  of  sewerage  schemes,  water  schemes  and  the 
public  cleansing  service  will  inevitably  require  the  appointment  of 
additional  manual  workers. 

The  keeping  of  office  records  has  been  somewhat  simplified  by  the 
use  of  a  card  index  system  used  in  conjunction  with  the  recording  of 
details  of  the  housing  survey,  but  notwithstanding  this  it  is  essential 
that  additional  clerical  assistance  be  provided  particularly  in  connection 
with  housing  records  and  the  issue  of  Building  Licences. 

I  am  concerned  regarding  the  delay  in  completion  of  the  Rural 
Housing  Survey  and  have  to  indicate  that  there  is  a  substantial  case 
for  the  appointment  of  an  additional  junior  qualified  Sanitary  Inspector 

in  the  near  future. 

Collaboration  with  the  Consultant  Engineer  and  the  Consultant 
Architects  has  been  of  the  highest  quality  and  the  progress  which  has 
been  achieved  during  the  year  has  been  essentially  the  result  of  good 
team  work. 


IIS.— TOWN  PLANNING  AND  BUILDING  BYELAWS. 

A,  Harrogate  and  District  Regional  Planning  Committee. 

Due  to  staff  shortage  in  the  office  of  this  Committee  and  the  resig¬ 
nation  towards  the  end  of  the  year  of  the  Deputy  Planning  Officer  Mr. 
D  W.  Riley,  little  progress  other  than  routine  consideration  of  Interim 
Development  Applications  has  been  made  in  the  Planning  of  the  District. 

Consequent  on  Mr.  Riley’s  resignation  a  reorganisation  of  the 
arrangements  for  carrying  out  the  duties  of  the  Planning  Committee 
was  put  into  effect.  Offices,  independant  from  those  of  Harrogate 
Corporation,  have  been  obtained  and  Air.  J.  W.  Clarke  has  been 
appointed  as  full  time  Planning  Officer,  employed  directly  by  the 
Regional  Planning  Committee,  and  will  take  up  his  appointment  on  the 
1st  January,  1947.  149  inspections  and  visits  have  been  made  directly 

in  connection  with  Town  Planning  and  20  Regional  Planning  Committee 
Meetings  have  been  attended. 

B.  Iisiterlm  Development. 

Many  applications  for  development  have  been  carefully  considered 
during  the  year  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  conditional  permissions 
which  have  been  granted. 
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Four  appeals  against  the  decision  of  the  Council  have  been  con¬ 
sidered  by  the  Ministry  of  Town  and  Country  Planning  with  the  results 

indicated. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Waterman  against  the  refusal  of  the  Council  to 
permit!  the  erection  of  two  semi-detached  houses  at  Thorner 
Lane,  Scarcroft. 

Appeal  dismissed. 

Messrs.  T.  Smith  (Otley)  Ltd..  against  the  refusal  of  the 
Council  to  permit  the  erection  of  36  houses  at  Hill  Top,  Bardse}’.

Messrs.  T.  Smith  (Otley)  Ltd.,  against  issue  by  the  Council  of 
a  Revocation  Order  for  the  revocation  of  permission  for  the 
erection  of  14  houses  at  Hill  Top,  Bardsey.

C.  Building  Byelaws. 

Independant  consideration  of  plans  for  compliance  with  Building 
Byelaws  has  been  necessary  and  building  inspection  work  is  gradually 
increasing.  In  this  connection  considerable  use  has  been  made  of  the 
services  of  the  Clerk  of  Works  (Housing).  In  all  a  total  of  1,240 
building  inspections  have  been  made.  The  strict  enforcement  of  Build¬ 
ing  Byelaws  is  more  than  elver  necessary  in  view  of  the  shortage  of 
materials  and  the  need  for  good  workmanship  in  the  use  of  available 
materials.  Details  of  plans  considered  in  connection  with  Building

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D.  Wether  by  Industrial  Area. 

In  view  of  the  many  applications  for  the  establishment  of  small 
businesses  and  workplaces  in  Wetherby  and  adjacent  parishes,  it  has 
become  increasingly  necessary  that  a  small  industrial  area  be  obtained 
adjacent  to  the  township-  of  Wetherby  and  towards  the  year  end  this 
matter  was  under  the  active  consideration  of  your  Council. 


S  V. — HOUSING. 

A.  Housing  Progress. 

Your  Council  have  given  considerable  time  and  thought  to  the 
provision  of  housing  accommodation.  At  the  year  end  821  applications 
for  Council  houses  had  been  received  since  1st  January,  1945  and  of 
this  number  429  were  from  ex-servicemen.  The  Council  realise  that  these 
figures,  large  as  they  are,  are  not  complete  in  view  of  the  known  need 
for  additional  agricultural  houses  and  the  hesitancy  of  agricultural 
workers  to  make  application  for  Council  houses  by  reason  of  the  relat¬ 
ively  high  rents.  Later  in  this  report  it  will  be  seen  that  financial 
assistance  is  available  to  enable  the  Council  to  provide  houses  for  these 
workers  at  a  reasonable  rent. 

The  policy  of  H.M.  'Government  has  remained  unchanged,  namely 
that  any  expansion  in  the  number  of  houses  built  for  sale  would  be  at 
the  expense  of  those  built  for  letting,  and  therefore  the  great  bulk  of 
approvals  given  by  the  Govrnmnt  was  for  houses  to  be  built  by  local 
authorities.  The  issue  of  licences  for  private  building  has  been  very 
drastically  controlled  in  numbers,  size  and  cost. 

During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health  introduced  the  Airey 
Prefabricated  Rural  House  and  after  an  inspection  of  a  prototype 
your  Council  ordered  162  of  these  houses.  Later  the  Ministry  of  Health 
arranged  for  the  erection  of  a  pair  of  these  houses  at  Wetherby  for 
demonstration  purposes  and  afterwards  for  normal  occupation. 

The  year  has  been  marked  by  considerable  difficulty  in  the  supply 
of  labour  and  materials  and  a  scheme  for  the  priority  supply  of  mat¬ 
erials  for  the  housing  building  programme  has  been  introduced.  This 
has  entailed  considerable  work  in  the  issue  and  checking  of  the  206 
priority  forms  for  the  supply  of  nearly  all  the  materials  for  approxim¬ 
ately  200  houses.  In  the  closing  months  of  the  year  a  “  Finish  the 
Houses  Campaign  ”  was  inaugurated  by*  the  Government  to  enable 
houses  which  had  reached  eaves  level  by  the  end  of  August  to  be 
completed  by  the  year  end.  This  scheme  did  not  have  the  success  which 
was  anticipated  although  it  included  super  priority  for  the  issue  of 
building  materials.  The  shortage  of  timber  became  very  acute  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  and  in  October  the  Council  were  informed  that  the 
amount  of  timber  allowed  for  house  construction  must  be  reduced.  The 
principal  economy  being  secured  in  the  elimination  of  timber  joists  and 
boarding  throughout  the  ground  floor  and  the  substitution  of  solid 
floors.  This  retrogade  step  is  to  be  deplored  and  it  is  hoped  that 
increased  imports  of  timber  may*  allow  the  early  removal  of  this 
restriction. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  have  introduced  a  monthly  housing  return 
which  asks  for  information  in  considerable  detail  in  connection  with 
each  separate  site  and  each  separate  contract  and  much  time  has  been 
spent  in  its  compilation. 
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The  net  result  of  alterations  involved  in  the  allocation  of  Airey 
Houses  in  supplementation  to  the  original  housing  programme,  has  been 
to  increase  the  5  year  programme  of  the  Council  to  562  dwellings,  of 
which  tenders  for  218  houses  have  been  approved,  and  of  the  orders  for 
162  Airey  Houses  placed  with  the  Ministry  72  houses  have  been  approved 
for  erection.  The  Housing  Report  for  Deecember,  1946  indicated  that 
of  49  Rural  District  Councils  in  Yorkshire  your  Council  held  second 
place  for  numbers  of  houses  on  tender  and  eighth  place  for  the  number 
completed.

B.  Acquisition  and  preparation  of  sites. 

The  present  procedure  for  the  acquisition  of  site  requires  your 
Council  to  obtain  the  approval  of  the  highway  and  planning  authorities, 
then  the  clearance  of  the  Ministry  of  Town  and  Country  Planning  on 
behalf  of  all  other  interested  Government  Departments  and  finallj 
permission  to  purchase  from  the  Ministry  of  Health.  After  this  per¬ 
mission  is  received  the  District  Valuer  conducts  negotiations  with  the 
owners  for  acquisition  on  behalf  of  the  Council.  Your  Housing  Com¬ 
mittee  has  spent  much  time  in  connection  with  this  matter  and  sites 
in  21  parishes  have  been  submitted  for  clearance.  The  work  has  involved 
194  visits  and  detailed  surveys  and  the  preparation  of  approximately 
330  plans  and  drawings  in  addition  to  many  consultations  with  officers 
of  the  Departments  previously  enumerated.  The  position  at  the  year

An  outstanding  decision  was  the  proposal  to  purchase  at  Wetherhy 
a  large  mansion  (for  conversion  to  flats)  and  the  adjoining  parkland 
having  a  total  area  of  14.86  acres  (for  a  housing  site). 

Acquisition  by  compulsory  purchase  has  been  reluctantly  exercised 
by  your  Council  in  connection  with  a  site  at  Spofforth  and  this  step 
was  only  taken  after  most  careful  consideration  of  all  possible  altern¬ 
atives. 

Sites  are  still  to  select  for  a  further  six  parishes. 

Site  preparation  work  includes  the  preparation  of  and  approval  of 
layout  plans  and  contracts  for  the  provision  of  roads,  sewers  (including 
surface  water  sewers)  and  other  services.  Much  consideration  has  been 
given  to  the  specification  for  estate  road  construction  including  the 
provision  of  surface  water  sewers  in  order  to  ensure  that  when  the  new 
estate  roads  are  completed  there  will  be  no  difficulty  v.  ith  the  County 
Council  regarding  immediate  taking  over  for  maintenance  purposes.

The  erection  of  non-traditional  types  of  houses  will  secure  an 
additional  capital  payment  where  the  cost  of  such  houses  is  in  excess 
of  the  similar  sized  traditional  house. 
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The  first  accepted  post-war  tender  for  traditional  houses  was  £1,0]  1 
per  house  (21/-  per  superficial  foot).  The  last  tender  accepted  in  1947 
for  a  similar  house  was  £1,196  (22 /3d.  per  superficial  foot).  The 
demonstration  Airey  houses  cost  £1,443  (27/-  per  superficial  foot)  and 
a  later  accepted  tender  for  Airey  houses  was  £1,495  per  house  (28/- 
per  superficial  foot).

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  taking  into  account  subsidy  and  other 
contributions  received,  the  rents  excluding  rates  and  other  charges,  for 
the  new  traditional  type  houses  are  13/6d.  per  week,  the  economic  rent 
for  such  house  being  18 / 9d.  The  new  houses  have  many  improved 
facilities  and  amenities  which  did  not  exist  in  the  pre-war  house. 


O.  Council  I  Houses.  The  Council  now  own  688  houses  and  in  addition 
a  requisitioned  house  is  being  converted  into  6  flats,  two  of  which  are 
completed.  One  house  at  Clifford,  due  to  extensive  damage  by  reason 
of  subsidence  of  foundations  has  had  to  be  almost  completely  re-built 
and  this  work  has  now  been  satisfactorily  completed.

The  Housing  Revenue  Account  has  now  a  balance  of  £26,049  and 
the  Housing  Repairs  and  Maintenance  Fund  a  balance  of  £11,303. 
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I  have  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  very  heavy  demands  which 
will  be  made  on  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Maintenance  Fund  in  the 
next  few  years,  for  long  delayed  repairs  to  footpaths,  fences,  gates 
and  also  in  connection  with  several  much  needed  improvements  to  some 
of  the  older  houses  in  order  to  bring  them  up  to  modern  standards.  I 
estimate  that  the  essential  repairs  to  fences  and  footpaths  will  cost  at 
least  £10,000,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  an  urgent  need 
to  build  up  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Maintenance  Fund.  Additional 
to  this  the  increased  cost  of  labour  and  materials  is  rendering  repairs 
and  maintenance  work  more  costly,  and  I  can  see  no  prospect  of  an 
early  reduction  in  the  present  high  cost  of  building  work.  With  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  houses  it  is  almost  inevitable  that  there  will 
be  an  increase  in  management  costs  which  will  not  be  directly  propor¬ 
tional  to  the  number  of  houses  owned  by  the  Council.  Repairs  and 
Maintenance  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Housing  Estates  Manager, 
Mr.  A.  Garforth,  but  in  this  connection  there  has  been  full  co-operation 
and  collaboration  between  the  two  Departments. 

E„  BUilding  Licensing.  The  Council  have  been  authorised  to  issue 
Building  Licences  for  new  houses  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  £1,200,  for 
conversions  to  houses  (including  provision  of  additional  accommodation) 
without  a  cost  limit,  and  for  housing  repairs  and  other  general  work 
where  the  cost  does  not  exceed  £100.  This  has  entailed  a  tremendous 
amount  of  work,  as  indicated  in  the  following  table.  661  licences  have 
been  issued  and  in  each  case  this  has  necessitated  an  inspection  of  the 
property  concerned  and  the  drafting  in  legal  terms  and  preparation  in 
triplicate  of  each  licence.  The  following  table  gives  details  of  licences

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F.  Rural  Housing  Survey.  The  Rural  Housing  Survey  has  been  con¬ 
tinued  during  the  whole  of  the  year,  but  at  a  reduced  tempo.  This  lias 
been  inevitable  as  for  a  period  of  three  months  I  was  without  technical 
assistance  and  there  has  been  a  very  considerable  increase  of  work  in 
almost  every  branch  of  my  duties.  After  careful  thought  and  after 
consultation  with  colleagues  in  other  Rural  Districts  I  have  introduced 
a  modification  of  the  original  complete  detailed  survey,  which  will  enable 
the  survey  to  be  speeded  up  and  yet  provide  certain  essential  data  which 
is  necessary  in  order  to  explain  at  any  time  on  what  basis  the  classifica¬ 
tion  of  any  house  has  been  arrived  at.  The  present  position  regarding 
the  housing  survey  is  indicated  in  the  following  table : —

G.  Unfit  Houses.  Reconditioning.  i  Notwithstanding  all  the  build¬ 
ing  restrictions  at  present  operating,  progress  has  been  maintained  and 
22  houses  have  been  reconditioned  with  the  result  that  12  houses  have 
been  re-classified  and  upgraded  from  the  unfit  class  to  the  satisfactory 
or  minor  defect  class.  At  the  year  end  13  houses  were  in  course  of 
reconditioning.  In  all  the  cases  mentioned  the  houses  at  completion  are 
of  a  standard  comparable  with  that  of  new  houses. 

ii.  Demolition.  Owing  to  prevailing  conditions  it  has  not  been  possible 
to  take  any  action  regarding  the  issue  of  Demolition  Orders,  but  a  total 
of  six  unfit  and  derelict  houses  have  been  demolished  during  the  year. 

H.  Overcrowding.  5  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  discovered  during 
the  year  and  in  three  cases  it  has  been  possible  to  secure  abatement  of 
the  overcrowding.  The  Council’s  records  under  this  heading,  however, 
are  out  of  date,  due  to  the  inevitable  movements  of  population  during 
the  war  years  and  in  connection  with  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  I  hope 
that  the  Council  will  agree  to  the  obtaining  of  essential  data  by  a  postal 
overcrowding  census  as  was  done  in  the  case  of  the  original  Survey. 
This  will  enable  the  information  required  to  be  obtained  throughout  the 
district  on  the  same  day  and  it  will  also  be  possible  to  direct  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  occupiers  and  owners  to  the  need  for  securing  a  licence  from 
the  Council  to  permit  temporary  overcrowding..  In  this  way  it  will 
be  possible  to  have  complete  information  relating  to  the  incidence  of 
overcrowding  and  will  provide  machinery  for  the  control  of  further  over¬ 
crowding. 


V.  DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL, 

A.  House  Drainage.  Considerable  work  has  been  carried  out  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  drainage  of  new  houses,  conversions  of  earth  closets, 
defective  and  blocked  drains,  and  in  the  tracing  of  existing  drains  in 
those  parishes  where  new  sewerage  schemes  are  proposed.  The  assistance 
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el  the  Clerk  of  Works  (Housing)  in  this  connection  has  been  invaluable.

Of  the  foregoing  conversions  12  have  been  done  as  a  result  of  Statutory 
Notices  under  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  at  a  cost  to 
the  Council  of  £122  3s.  6d.  or  ;an  average  of  £10  3s.  7£d.  per  conveni¬ 
ence.  At  the  year  end  Statutory  Notices  for  21  conversions  to1  W.C.s 
and  three  to  pail  closets  were  outstanding.  Your  Council  have  also 
agreed  to'  convert  26  earth  closets  at  Slaid  Hill,  Harewood,  in  connection 
with  the  re-sewering  of  this  area,  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  Loan 
Sanction  for  £260  has  been  received  and  the  work  will  be  carried  out 
during  1947.  I  commend  to  the  Council  comprehensive  parish  schemes 
for  conversion  of  earth  closets  in  connection  with  proposed  sewerage 
schemes  and  otherwise,  so  that  not  only  the  cost  to  the  Council  can  be 
covered  by  loan  sanction  ?  but  primarily  to  ensure  that  the  new  sewage 
disposal  works  receive  as  soon  as  possible  the  quantity  and  strength 
of  sewage  for  which  they  are  designed  in  order  to  secure  the  best 
possible  conditions  for  the  production  of  good  sewage  effluents. 


ii.  Sanitary  Conveniences.  48  defective  sanitary  conveniences  have 
been  repaired  and  three  factories  and  two  shops  have  had  conveniences 
provided,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937, 
and  the  Shops  Act,  1934. 


C.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  (Existing). 

i.  Sewers.  The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  work  under  this 
heading : —

The  sewer  overflow  at  Wetherby  Bridge  which  has  been  unsatisfactory 
for  several  years  has  been  condemned,  and  your  Council  has  approved 
the  provision  of  a  new  sewer  overflow  in  a  more  suitable  position  at  a 
cost  of  £150.  This  should  be  installed  during  1947.  The  sewer  vent 
shafts  at  Bramham  have  become  dangerous  due  to  corrosion  and  the 
replacement  of  these  was  under  consideration  at  the  year  end. 
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ii.  Sewage  Disposal.  4,287  houses  are  now  connected  to  your 
public  sewers  (including  1918  houses  and  3  large  hostels  to  the  Wetherby 
Joint  Scheme)  or  78%  of  the  total  houses  in  your  district.  The 
increased  flow  of  sewage  due  to  improved  sanitation  and  to  the  housing 
development  of  your  district  has  resulted  in  all  your  sewage 
disposal  works  being  now  operated  up  to,  and  in  several  cases  well 
over  capacity.  The  maintenance  of  satisfactory  effluents  is  increasingly 
difficult  but  your  Council  are  taking  effective  action  in  the  proposed 
sewerage  schemes  detailed  below  to  provide  satisfactory  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  throughout  your  district.  Thorner  is  the  only  outstand¬ 
ing  sewage  disposal  works  (which  your  Council  have  yet  to  consider) 
which  must  have  attention  at  an  early  date.  The  conditions  at  this 
works  are  rapidly  deteriorating  notwithstanding  the  increased  attention 
now  being  given  as  a  result  of  the  employment  of  a  fulltime  Council 
attendant  in  place  of  part-time  contractor-caretakers  for  the  sewage 
works  at  Spofforth  and  Thorner. 

242  visits  have  been  made  to  the  various  works  in  addition  to 
constant  supervision  by  the  General  Foreman.  On  20th  September, 
1946.,  extensive  floods  seriously  damaged  the  river  flood  bank  at 
Wetherby  Joint  Works  and  this  was  temporarily  repaired  pending  the 
permanent  strengthening  of  the  bank  during  1947,  the  cost  of  which 
will  be  approximately  £800. 

Sludge  disposal  from  all  works,  but  especially  at  Wetherby,  i* 
becoming  an  increasingly  difficult  problem,  and  I  hope  the  Council  will 
give  full  consideration  to  this  matter  at  an  early  date. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works 
was  £1,336  8s.  5d.  The  outstanding  debt  of  the  Council  under  this 
heading  at  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1947  was  £40,984  16s.  2d.  and 
during  the  year  the  amount  of  principle  and  interest  repayments  was 
£1.963  7s.  9d.  and  £1,992  17s.  lOd.  respectively,  whilst  the  grant 
received  towards  the  cost  of  the  Wetherby  Joint  Scheme  was  £2,004 
3s.  8d. 

D.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  (Proposed). 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  under  this  heading  and  the 
position  at  31st  December,  1946  is  summarised  below  : — 
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The  work  involved  in  association  with  Mr.  W.  K.  Rodwell, 
A.M.I.C.E.,  your  Consultant  Engineer,  has  been  very  heavy  and  includes 
245  inspections,  visits  and  interviews,  and  the  preparation  of  evidence 
for  two  Ministry  of  Health  Inquiries. 

All  the  schemes  are  being  submitted  for  grants  under  the  Rural 
Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944  and  therefore  the  report  of 
the  County  Council  has  to  be  obtained  before  each  scheme  is  submitted 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Details  of  financial  assistance  from  the 
Exchequer  and  from  the  West  Riding  County  Council  are  awaited. 

E.  General. 

Careful  examination  of  the  law  relating  to  Sewerage /Sewage  Dis¬ 
posal  has  revealed  that  many  miles  of  sewers  provided  by  private 
enterprise  prior  to  October,  1937  are  now  “Public  Sewers”  and  there¬ 
fore  the  responsibility  of  the  Council  for  maintenance  purposes.  The 
cleansing  and  repair  of  sewers  in  your  district  is  making  heavy  demands 
on  the  time  of  your  workmen  and  at  an  early  date  the  improved 
organisation  of  this  work  must  be  considered  by  your  Council  together 
with  the  need  to  provide  a  service  of  cleansing  cesspools,  drainage 
tanks,  etc.,  to  premises  wdiich  can  not  be  served  by  the  existing  and 
proposed  schemes.  Legal  advice  must  also  be  taken  in  the  near  future 
regarding  responsibility  for  the  future  maintenance  of  the  present 
highw’ay /domestic/ sewers  which  are  being  replaced  so-  far  as  domestic 
sewage  is  concerned.  The  West  Riding  County  Council  Highway 
Department  have  expressed  the  view  “once  a  sewer  always  a  sewer” 
and  are  of  opinion  that  the  Council’s  responsibility  will  continue  after 
the  new  schemes  are  completed. 

VI.— WATER  SUPPLY, 

A.  Private  Supply. 

The  bacteriological  analysis  of  30  water  samples  taken  from  private 
wells  and  other  supplies  has  revealed  one  doubtful  and  eleven  unsatis¬ 
factory  supplies. 

During  recent  years  the  list  of  unabated  unsatisfactory  water 
supplies  has  gradually  increased  and  the  present  position  is  indicated 
in  the  following  table : —

Statutory  notices  requiring  the  provision  of  a  piped  water  supply 
to  10  houses  have  been  issued  and  statutory  notices  relating  to  30 
houses  were  still  outstanding  at  the  year  end.  Of  the  113  houes  known 
to  have  unsatisfactory  supplies,  work  was  in  progress  at  the  year  end 
to  provide  a  piped  supply  to  18  houses  but  52  can  not  be  provided  with 
a  satisfactory  supply  until  proposed  water  schemes  now  under  consider¬ 
ation  are  carried  out  by  your  Council. 
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The  amendment  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  by  the  Water  Act, 
>945.  requires  your  Council  to  ensure  that  all  houses  which  can  be 
provided  with  a  piped  water  supply  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  £20  shall 
have  such  a  supply,  irrespective  of  the  quality  of  the  present  supply. 

Owiing  to  shortages  of  labour  and  material  however  it  is  not  possible 
at  present  to  do  more  than  eliminate  the  unsatisfactory  supplies. 

B.  Public  Supplies — Existing 

In  addition  to  the  regular  attention  to  your  Council’s  Waterworks  by 
your  staff,  139  visits  to  and  inspections  of  public  supplies  have  been  made 
and  31  water  samples  from  such  supplies  have  been  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  with  the  following  results  : — -

The  doubtful  and  unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken  from  three 
supplies,  namely  : — 

Sicklinghall  Water  Supply — now  satisfactory  but  the  supply  is 
under  careful  observation. 

Wetlierby  District  Water  Company’s  Supply — found  to  be  due 
to  a  chlorinator  which  was  not  in  operation. 

Lascelles  Estates  Ltd.  supply  to  Weardley — a  chlorinator  has 
been  installed  and  the  supply  is  now  satisfactory. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  a  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been 
done  in  connection  with  public  water  supplies  as  briefly  outlined  below. 

/.  North  Rig  ton  Council  House  Supply. 

1.  Wetlierby  R.D.Q.  This  small  scheme  has  given  considerable  amount 
of  trouble  during  recent  years  and  during  1946  there  were  8  mechanical 

breakdowns.  The  water  level  has  receded  throughout  the  entire  parish 

and  in  common  with  other  supplies  has  affected  this  scheme.  As  detailed 
later  a  water  scheme  is  proposed  for  North  Rigton  but  to  maintain  the 
supply  to  the  Council  Estate  your  Council  have  decided  to  deepen  the 
borehole  and  work  will  be  put  in  hand  early  in  1947. 

//.  Eastern  Area  Scheme. 

Wetlierby  R.D  C.  This  scheme  has  continued  to  give  excellent 

service  but  to  meet  any  emergency,  arrangements  are  being  made  to 
enable  the  two  borehole  pumps  to  work  simultaneously  as  and  when 
required. 

in.  Sicklinghall,  Spojforth  and  Kearby  Scheme. 

Wetlierby  R„  B.C,  The  water  levels  in  the  boreholes  have 

receded  to  an  alarming  degree  and  this  appears  to  be  due  to 
the  steady  increase  in  water  consumption  gradually  exceeding  the 
capacity  of  the  supply.  The  new  12  in.  diameter  borehole  was  sunk  to 
180  ft.  and  acting  on  a  promising  geological  report  a  pilot  borehole  was 
sunk  to  a  depth  of  304  feet  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  deepening  of 
the  bore  would  provide  an  increased  water  supply.  The  results  were 
extremely  disappointing  and  it  was  decided  to  abandon  any  idea  of 
deepening  the  boreholes.  The  12  in.  borehole  is  being  completed  and  the 
borehole  pump  adapted  to  work  in  this  as  deep  as  is  practicable.  The 
augmentation  of  supply  to  the  three  parishes  is  one  of  utmost  urgency 
and  the  matter  was  under  active  consideration  by  your  Council  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 
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The  failure  to  obtain  additional  supplies  from  the  boreholes  at 
Sicklinghall  has  also  influenced  your  Council  in  deciding  to  abandon  the 
investigations  which  were  in  progress  with  a  view  to  providing  a  water 
purification  plant  designed  to  remove  ferric  carbonate  and  manganese 
from  the  water;  this  has  caused  many  complaints  owing  to  the  deposit 
which  takes  place  in  the  mains  and  which  in  turn  periodically  causes 
discoloration  of  the  supply. 

iv.  Financial  Report. 

Wetherby  R.D.C.  The  cost  of  maintenance  of  waterworks  was 
£1,553  10s.  6d.,  the  water  revenue  was  £1,628  9s.  9d.  and  loan  repay¬ 
ments  were  £597  14s.  4d.  principle  and  £574  7s.  lOd.  interest.  The 
outstanding  debt  on  your  water  undertakings  at  31/3/47  was 
£6,229  8s.  5d. 

2.  Wetherby  District  Water  Company.  The  supply  of  this  Company 
continues  to  give  cause  for  anxiety  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  maintaining 
a  satisfactory  supply  especially  in  the  high  level  areas.  Increased  water 
consumption,  receding  water  levels  and  limited  water  resources,  together 
with  inadequate  capacity  of  water  mains  are  the  contributory  causes  of 
the  present  situation.  A  water  main  extension  to  seven  houses  at 
Thorner  has  been  carried  out  at  the  request  of  and  on  the  guarantee 
of  the  Council. 

3.  LasceSies  Estate  Company,  Lief,  The  Company’s  supply  at  Hare- 
wood  has  also  been  affected  by  water  consumption  tending  to  exceed 
available  water  resources.  The  proposals  of  your  Council  in  this  con¬ 
nection  (with  the  approval  of  the  Company  and  of  Leeds  Corporation 
whose  statutory  supply  area  includes  this  parish)  are  outlined  below. 

4.  Leeds  Corporation.  At  Huby  in  the  parish  of  Weeton  the  high  level 
area  has  suffered  a  shortage  of  water  at  times  of  peak  consumption. 
This  is  due  to  heavy  consumption  from  the  trunk  main  supplying  the 
parish.  In  October,  1946,  Leeds  Corporation  Water  Committee  met  a 
deputation  from  your  Council  with  reference  to  this  matter  and  remedial 
works  are  to  be  carried  out  during  1947. 

5.  Harrogate  Corporation. 

6.  Ministry  of  Supply. 

These  supplies  have  been  satisfactory. 

C.  Public  Supplies — proposed. 

Your  Council  have  obtained  freedom  from  the  Wetherby  District 
Water  Company  to  supply  the  Parish  of  North  Rigton  and  much  time 
has  been  spent  in  connection  with  this  and  other  proposed  schemes.  A 
brief  outline  of  proposals  is  as  follows  : — 

Parish  of  North  Rigton.  Negotiations  for  a  bulk  supply  from  Harro¬ 
gate  Corporation  are  in  hand  and  a  distribu¬ 
tion  scheme  to  the  parish  has  been  approved 
in  principle.  This  scheme  is  most  urgently 
required  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be 
commenced  during  1947.

Negotiations  are  in  hand  with  Leeds  Corpora¬ 
tion  for  a  new  agreement  to  enable  an  increased 
hulk  supply  to  be  taken  by  the  Council  and 
enable  the  present  supply  to  the  former 
parish  of  Wike  to  be  extended  to  Harewood 
Village  and  to  the  former  parish  of  Dunkes- 
wick.  The  proposals  involve  the  acquisition 
of  the  water  mains,  reservoirs  and  plant  of 
the  Lascelles  Estates  Co.,  Ltd. 

A  supply  to  this  parish  is  being  discussed 
with  the  Bramham  Park  Estate  Company 
(owners  of  all  property  in  the  parish). 

Four  separate  schemes  designed  to  afford  a 
supply  to  26  scattered  farms  and  cottages  are 
under  consideration. 


O.  Co-ordination  of  Public  Water  Supplies. 

Your  Council  are  very  concerned  regarding  the  general  water  supply 
of  the  District  and  as  a  direct  result  of  the  deputation  in  1945  to  the 
Minister  of  Health.  Mr.  W.  K.  Rodwell  was  appointed  as  Consultant 
Engineer  to  investigate  and  report  on  this  matter.  As  a  result  dis¬ 
cussions  have  taken  place  with  certain  other  local  authorities  regarding 
regional  co-ordination  of  water  supplies.  The  preliminary  outline  scheme 
shows  obvious  possibilities  of  solving  the  difficulties  of  water  supply 
throughout  your  District,  but  as  the  proposals  are  still  in  an  embryonic 
state  it  is  not  desirable  to  report  more  fully  on  this  matter  at  present. 

E.  Water  Supply  Statistics. 

The  following  table  gives  full  details  of  the  present  public  supplies 
and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  4,825  houses  or  86.5%  of  all  houses  in 
your  District  now  have  a  piped  supply  of  water  from  public  water 
schemes.  In  addition  to  this  118  houses  have  private  supplies  from  wells, 
boreholes,  etc.,  piped  into  the  dwellings  making  a  total  of  4,943  houses 
with  a  satisfactory  water  supply  piped  into  the  dwellings  or  89%  of  the 
houses  in  the  district.

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VII.— PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 

(report  for  year  ending  31/3/47) 

A.  Development  of  Service. 

On  9th  May,  1946  a  Special  Meeting  of  the  Public  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  considered  in  detail  and  in  general  approved  my  recommendations 
contained  in  a  comprehensive  report  on  Public  Cleansing.  The  decisions 
made  at  that  and  subsequent  Meetings  of  the  Committee  have  now  been 
or  are  in  process  of  being  implemented.  This  involved  a  considerable 
amount  of  detailed  organisation  (primarily  by  reason  of  the  different, 
conditions  which  operate  in  the  various  parishes  throughout  the 
District),  and  in  addition  to  routine  administration  has  made  necessary 
182  inspections,  interviews  etc. 

The  improved  and  extended  service  has  been  warmly  welcomed 
throughout  the  District  and  many  tributes  have  been  received  from  the 
general  public  and  from  Parish  Councils.  An  outline  of  the  work 
carried  out  is  included  in  the  general  report  which  follows. 

B.  Refuse  Collection. 

(i)  Organisation.  The  refuse  collection  service  has  been  extended 
in  three  stages  to  a  further  15  parishes  and  it  now  covers  the  entire 
District,  apart  from  5  parishes  still  served  by  Contractors  and  a  part 
of  Wetherby  Parish  where  horse  transport  (direct  labour)  is  still 
employed.  Your  District  has  been  divided  into  three  collection  areas, 
and  due  regard  has  been  given  in  organising  the  collection  service  to  the 
special  requirements  of  those  parishes  where  the  conservancy  system  of 
sanitation  (earth  closets  etc.)  still  predominate  and  to  those  townships 
where  an  appreciable  quantity  of  refuse  must  be  collected  from  premises 
other  than  dwelling  houses. 

ii.  Collection  Period.  In  general  a  fortnightly  collection  of  refuse 
has  been  introduced,  but,  several  small  parishes  have  a  monthly  collect¬ 
ion,  and  a  few  parishes  of  an  urban  type  a  weekly  collection. 

It  is  obviously  desirable  to  standardise  the  collection  period  but 
local  conditions  and  considerations  of  cost  largely  dictate  the  most 
appropriate  service. 

The  ultimate  aim  of  your  Council  is  a  regular  weekly  collection  but 
until  the  proposed  sewerage  and  earth  closet  conversion  schemes  are 
completed  such  a  service  would  be  costly,  and  it  is  found  from  experi¬ 
ence  that  with  rvery  few  exceptions  little  complaint  results  from  a 
regular  fortnightly  collection. 

iii.  Contracts.  The  contract  system  was  terminated  in  the  parishes 
of  Thorner  and  Bardsey  and  the  use  of  hired  transport  was  discontinued 
at  Wetherby  and  Kirk  Dei gh ton. 

The  contracts  for  refuse  collection  at  Bramham,  Clifford  Collingham, 
Harewood  and  Weeton  are  not  to  be  renewed  when  present  contracts 
expire  on  the  30th  June  next. 

iv.  Transport,  2  additional  refuse  collection  vehicles  were  delivered 
and  two  further  vehicles  were  ordered.  Your  Council  now  operate  2 
Scammell  6  cub.  yd.  vehicles  and  1  Dennis  10  cub.  yd.  vehicle.  The 
two  vehicles  on  order  are  Dennis  10  cub.  yd.  Refuse  Collectors  and  this 
order  was  placed  in  pursuance  of  your  Council’s  policy  of  standardisa¬ 
tion  with  this  make  and  type  of  vehicle.  At  a  later  date  your  Council 
will  be  advised  to  purchase  a  replacement  engine  and  a  supply  of  spare 
parts  which  will  be  interchangeable  on  any  of  the  Dennis  Vehicles  and 
so  facilitate  maintenance  and  eliminate  delay  due  to  breakdowns. 
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Preliminary  steps  have  been  taken  for  the  acquisition  of  premises 
in  Wetherby  for  use  as  a  central  Depot  and  Garage.  These  premises 
are  ideal  for  the  purpose  and  very  little  structural  alteration  will  be 
required. 

v.  Labour.  Your  Council  have  been  fortunate  in  obtaining  the 
necessary  workmen  demanded  by  the  expansion  of  the  service.  In  general 
a  very  good  type  of  workman  has  been  appointed  and  much  of  the  success 
of  the  service  is  due  to  the  manner  in  which  the  work  has  been  carried 
out  by  them.  During  the  snowstorms  and  arctic  conditions  which 
existed  for  eight  weeks  in  the  months  of  February  and  March,  1947, 
the  service  was  maintained  with  little  serious  delay. 

The  appointment  of  a  General  Foreman  has  relieved  me  of  a  con¬ 
siderable  amount  of  day  to  day  routine  administration  and  without  his 
services  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  have  made  the  progress  which 
has  been  achieved. 

Your  Council  have  now  adopted  in  full  the  Wages  and  Service 
Conditions  of  the  Joint  Industrial  Council. 

v.  Refuse  Removal  Byelaws.  Your  Council  on  12th  December, 
1946  adopted  Byelaws  under  Section  73(3)  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936  to  impose  on  occupiers  of  premises  duties  in  connection  with  the 
removal  of  refuse  in  order  to  facilitate  the  work  of  collection,  to  prohibit 
the  deposit  otf  liquid  matter  in  dustbins  and  to  regulate  the  deposit  of 
refuse  in  dustbins.  The  confirmation  of  the  Minister  of  Health  to  these 
Byelaws  is  awaited. 

C  Refuse  Disposal. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  and  13  tips  are  in 
use.  A  new  tip  has  been  obtained  at  Tockwith  and  at  an  early  date 
the  tips  at  Clifford  and  Wetherby  (central)  will  be  discontinued. 

Negotiations  have  taken  place  and  headings  of  an  agreement  settled 
for  a  new  tip  at  Wetherby.  In  this  case  in  collaboration  with  the  owner, 
7  acres  of  bogland  will  be  raised  in  level  and  re-claimed.  It  is  hoped 
also  to  dispose  of  Sewage  sludge  from  Wetherby  Joint  Sewage  Outfall 
Works  at  this  tip  by  utilising  the  sludge  for  covering  exposed  tip  faces. 

The  control  of  tipping  has  of  necessity  been  decreased  in  amount 
at  times  owing  to  labour  shortage^  but  towards  the  end  of  the  year  the 
general  condition  of  all  tips  had  improved  considerably.  During  the 
summer  the  fuel  shortage  has  created  a  problem  of  some  magnitude  in 
the  control  of  tips,  due  to  the  absence  of  cinders  and  ash  in  refuse. 
These  constituents  of  refuse  assist  the  binding  and  consolidation  of 
tipped  refuse  and  owing  to  the  shortage  of  these  the  composition  of 
summer  refuse  makes  necessary  the  use  of  additional  labour  and  it  is 
necessary  to  obtain  additional  soil  etc.  to  cover  the  refuse.  This  matter 
will  require  further  consideration  during  the  ensuing  year. 

D.  Financial  and  General  Statement. 

It  is  almost  impossible  to  prepare  a  financial  statement  this  year 
which  has  any  value  for  comparative  purposes,  due  to  the  stages  by 
which  the  service  has  developed,  to  the  cancellation  of  contracts  midway 
in  the  year  and  /to  the  operation  of  the  three  vehicles  in  various 
collection  areas  for  periods  of  52,  39  and  22  weeks  respectively.  The 
following  table  gives  actual  costs  for  1946/47  and  an  estimate  of 
expenditure  for  1947/48.

E.  Salvage. 

The  collection,  baling  and  packing  of  salvage  has  continued 
throughout  the  year.  Most  of  the  salvage  is  collected  at  the  same  time 
as  the  refuse  and  it  will  be  appreciated  that  although  the  total  weight- 
collected  is  lower  this  year  than  in  previous  years,  the  work  involved 
has  decreased  little  owing  to  the  same  number  of  visits  having  to  be 
made.  Supervision  of  the  work  has  involved  254  inspections.  Many 
members  of  the  public  naturally  think  that  with  the  cessation  of 
hostilities  the  rat-hen*  distasteful  job  of  segregation  of  salvage  can  he 
discontinued,  and  all  their  discards  once  again  dumped  in  the  dustbin. 
The  acute  shortage  of  raw  materials,  and  the  critical  economic  position 
of  the  country  which  demands  the  limitation  of  imports  make  it  imper¬ 
ative  that  once-called  waste  material  be  saved.  Waste  paper  in 
particular,  will  be  in  great  demand  for  many  years  i  nconnection  with 
the  building  industry  and  for  the  manufacture  of  household  commodities- 
which  are  now  in  such  short  supply.  An  intensification  of  salvage 
collection  is  to  be  introduced  in  the  ensuing  year  and  to  assist  in  this, 
towards  the  end  of  the  year,  four  trailers  were  purchased  for  attachment- 
to  the  refuse  collection  vehicles.

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F.  Dustbins. 

Owing  to  the  difficulty  of  dustbin  replacement,  your  Council  decided 
to  purchase  in  bulk  a  quantity  of  dustbins  complying  with  B.S.S.  739. 
The  Scheme  for  re-sale  of  the  dustbins  to  private  owners  and  also  for 
replacement  of  bins  on  Council  Housing  Estates  has  been  most  success- 
fid  and  has  facilitated  the  renewal  of  worn  out  bins.

been  provided  with  adequate  sanitary  conveniences  and  one  shop  with 
satisfactory  means  of  heating. 

G.  Officios.  Beyond  general  routine  observations  in  the  course  of  other 
duties  no  action  has  been  taken  under  this  heading. 

XI  MISCELLANEOUS. 

A.  Camping  and  Moveable  Dwellings.  This  subject  is  increasing  in 
importance  and  the  value  of  town  planning  control  is  becoming  increas¬ 
ingly  apparent.  During  the  year  your  Council  refused  to  renew  licences 
of  two  camping  grounds  and  7  moveable  dwellings  and  there  are  now 
only  14  licensed  sites  in  your  district.  The  use  of  temporary  week-end 
bungalows  of  the  bus  body  type  for  permanent  occupation  is  under  the 
active  consideration  of  your  Council,  as  the  problem  is  increasing  in 
magnitude  due  to  the  continued  housing  shortage. 
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B.  Civil  Defence.  A  start  was  made  In  December,  1946,  with  the 
demolition  and  removal  of  81  air  raid  shelters  and  it  is  hoped  to  com¬ 
plete  this  work  during  the  ensuing  year.  The  disposal  of  a  small  qun- 
tity  of  civil  defence  equipment  is  still  to  be  carried  out,  but  pressure 
of  other  work  has  not  enabled  this  to  be  carried  out  during  1946. 

C  Mortuary.  The  Mortuary  is  inspected  at  regular  periods  and  during 
the  year  the  premises  were  re-decorated. 

D.  Public  Conveniences.  The  existing  conveniences  at  Wetherby  for  a 
number  of  years  have  been  of  inadequate  size  to  serve  present-day  needs 
and  in  man}r  ways  have  become  obsolete. 

I  prepared  a  Scheme  for  the  abolition  of  the  present  conveniences 
and  the  provision  of  new  and  enlarged  conveniences  in  the  same  building 
and  submitted  .it  to  your  Public  Health  Committee  on  5th  September, 
1946.  The  Scheme  was  approved  and  tenders  invited  for  the  work.  The 
tender  of  Messrs.  A.  Broadbent  and  Son,  Boston  Spa,  in  the  sum  of 
£1,625  was  accepted,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
This  approval  is  now  awaited  and  it  is  hoped  to  complete  the  scheme 
during  1947. 

The  financial  statement  for  the  existing  premises  for  the  year  ending 

31/3/47  is. —

Much  of  the  increased  expenditure  has  been  in  making  good  damage  to 

locks  and  other  fittings  and  also  the  re-laying  of  part  of  the  drains 
which  had  become  necessary  owing  to  excessive  incrustation. 

E.  Petrol  Supplies.  I  have  continued  to  deal  with  the  Council’s  bulk 
supplies  of  petrol.  The  total  amount  of  petrol  used  for  all  purposes  was 
1,834  gallons,  and  the  monthly  return  to  the  Ministry  of  Fuel  and 
Power  accounts  in  detail  for  the  use  of  this  fuel. 

F.  Petroleum  Act,  1928.  47  petrol  storage  licences  for  a  total  storage 

of  42,335  gallons  have  been  issued  and  carbide  storage  licence  for  800  lbs 
carbide. 

A  careful  survey  has  been  made  of  the  petrol  stores  in  use  and  of 
premises  where  petroleum  mixtures  and  cellulose  are  used  for  spraying 
and  painting  vehicles. 

G.  Private  Street  Works  Act,  1892.  Two  meetings  have  taken  place 
between  representatives  of  your  Council  and  the  West  Biding  County 
Council  in  relation  to  the  making  up  of  certain  private  streets. 

This  work  may  increase  during  the  ensuing  year  and  is  of  impor¬ 
tance  because  I  am  the  Surveyor  for  purposes  of  the  above  named  Act 
so  far  as  it  applies  to  your  District,  and  the  operation  of  the  Act  will 
of  necessity  increase  the  amount  of  work  which  is  awaiting  attention. 

H.  Rodent  Control.  43  inspections  have  been  made  in  connections  with 
general  rodent  control  work  (excluding  sewers  and  tips)  and  20  infestations 
in  private  premises  have  been  dealt  with,  2  cases  were  outstanding  at 
the  year  end.  With  pressure  of  other  urgent  work  it  is  impossible  to 
give  the  time  necessary  to  do  all  one  would  desire  under  this  heading. 

One  of  your  workmen  has  been  trained  as  a  Rodent  Operative  and 
is  doing  extremely  useful  work  especially  on  tips  and  at  Sewage  Dis¬ 
posal  Works.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  the  heavy  demand  on  the 
labour  at  present  available  has  not  permitted  his  services  being  used 
more  widely.  The  requests  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  for  your  Council  to 
initiate  a  comprehensive  Scheme  of  rodent  treatment  to  cover  the  entire 
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District  cannot  be  met  under  present  circumstances,  but  the  staff  of  the 
War  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  have  done  and  continue  to  do 
excellent  work  throughout  your  District  and  with  few  known  exceptions 
I  have  no  evidence  to  indicate  that  there  are  any  reservoir  types  of 
infestation  in  your  District  which  are  not  under  treatment.  All  your 
Council’s  Refuse  Tips  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  subject  to  con¬ 
stant  control  and  the  infestations  are  usually  transitory  in  character  and 
of  a  minor  nature.  The  sewers  are  subject  to  periodical  inspection  and 
a  number  of  selected  sections  have  been  baited  and  treated  with  negative 
results. 

1.  Schools.  There  are  22  elementary  schools,  3  private  boarding  schools 
and  6  private  day  schools  in  your  District.  37  inspections  have  been 
made  of  these  premises,  including  the  regular  examination  of  private 
water  supplies  and  sewerage  facilities  to  two  Boarding  Schools.  The 
provision  of  fire  escapes  has  been  made  at  2  schools  and  4  minor  items 
have  also  received  attention  at  other  schools.  The  question  of  the 
unsatisfactory  sanitary  conveniences  at  Wetherby  Council  School  has 
been  referred  to  the  Education  Authority  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will 
receive  early  attention.

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APPENDIX 

Wartime  1939-45  Summary  Report. 

Developments  in  the  District  during  the  war  years. 

The  conditions  of  the  district  were  radically  altered  due  to  the  fact 
that  in  1940  a  proposal  was  received  to  erect  a  Royal  Ordnance  Factory 
on  740  acres  of  land  in  the  Parishes  of  Thorparch,  Walton  and  Wighill. 
Your  Council  objected  to  this  proposal  on  the  grounds  that  some  of  the 
best  agricultural  land  in  the  County  was  being  sterilised  for  food 
production  and  that  other  sites  (of  which  a  number  were  suggested  to 
the  Government)  were  equally  suitable.  Your  Council’s  protests  were 
not  accepted',  and  the  erection  of  the  factory  at  a  stated  cost  of 
£12,000,000  was  proceeded  with. 

In  connection  with  the  erection  of  the  factory,  there  was  a  large 
influx  of  building  trade  workers  in  the  district,  and  most  householders 
in  the  nearby  parisehs  were  required  under  emergency  billeting  legis¬ 
lation  to  accommodate  these  men  and  later  employees  at  the  Ordnance 
Factory  were  similarly  accommodated.  When  the  factory  was  completed 
it  was  necessary  to  erect  hostels  for  the  workers  and  two  were  erected 
in  Wetherby  (one  in  York  Road  and  one  in  Hallfield  Lane). 

At  Thorparch  21  permanent  houses  and  at  Boston  Spa  150  temporary 
bungalows  were  erected  at  Moorend  to  accommodate  670  persons.  At 
Chestnut  Grove,  Boston  Spa,  a  further  hostel  was  commenced  but  was 
subsequently  taken  over  and  completed  by  the  R.A.F.  to  accommodate 
a  Constructional  Company. 

The  York  Road  hostel  at  Wetherby  on  completion  was  commandeered 
by  the  Admiralty  and  converted  into-  a  training  establishment  under 
the  name  of  H.M.S.  Cabot,  later  changed  in  name  to  H.M.S.  Demetrius 
and  now  known  a^  H.M.S.  Ceres  (York  Road).  Each  hostel  was 
designed  to  accommodate  1,000  persons  and  is  complete  with  dining 
halls,  recreation  rooms  etc.  The  R.O.  Factory  is  to  be  utilised  for 
permanent  storage  purposes  and  the  Ministry  of  Supply  Hostel  at 
Wetherby  has  been  taken  over  by  the  Admiralty  for  a  further  Naval 
Station  (and  which  is  now  knoAvn  as  H.M.S.  Ceres  (Moorland).) 

The  Evacuation  Scheme  is  the  early  days  of  the  war  also  consider¬ 
ably  altered  the  whole  outlook  of  the  district,  and  a  total  of  over  5,000 
expectant  mothers,  unaccompanied  children  and  accompanied  children 
were  accommodated  in  your  district.  In  connection  with  this  certain 
premises  Avere  requisitioned  for  evacuation  purposes  in  \rarious  parts  of 
the  District.  The  parishes  of  Harewood,  Thorner  and  Scarcroft  were 
excluded  from  the  reception  area. 

In  1940  a  Holding  Battalion  of  4  regiments,  the  Green  Howards, 
Duke  of  Wellingtons,  West  Yorks  and  K.O.Y.L.I.  was  established  in 
Wetherby,  and  all  the  larger  buildings  including  the  Race  Course, 
Town  Hall  and  Masonic  Hall  were  taken  over  by  the  Military  for  billets. 
This  consequently  reduced  the  recreational  facilities  of  the  town. 

Subsequently  the  Holding  Battalion  was  changed  into  a  Training 
Battalion  and  the  activities  of  the  Military  were  extended  to  billets  at 
Boston  Spa.  Later  these  troops  left  the  town  and  the  Race  Course  was 
taken  over  in  turn  by  the  Pioneer  Corps,  the  R.A.M.C.  and  later  the 
R.E. 

In  connection  with  the  useo  f  the  Race  Course,  much  difficulty  Avas 
experienced  in  connection  with  drainage  and  your  Surveyor  had  many 
consultations  with  the  Garrison  Engineer  to  devise  a  satisfactory  means 
of  drainage  for  the  250  men  accommodated  there. 
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The  development  in  agriculture  in  the  district  brought,  into  being  a 
Women’s  Land  Army  Hostel  at  Kirk  Deighton. 

In  1943  Wetherby  Grange  was  converted  into  a  Civil  Defence 
Training  School  and  later  hutted  Military  Camps  for  the  accommodation 
of  750  men  each  were  built  in  the  Wetherby  Grange  Park  and  at 
Scarcroft,  whilst  a  Prisoner  of  War  Camp  for  Italians  was  erected  at 
Kirk  Deighton. 

The  Military  were  also  in  occupation  at  Bramham  Park  and  Brain- 
ham  Kennels  from  1942  onwards. 

In  1941  a  R.A.F.  Station  and  aerodrome  was  constructed  at 
Tockwith  (this  occupies  an  area  of  64Q1  acres).  Military  hospitals  were 
established  at  Harewood  House  and  Scarcroft  Lodge. 

Various  search-light  units  were  scattered  throughout  the  District 
at  Weeton,  Bardsey,  Clifford,  Bickerton,  Long  Marston,  Kirk  Deighton, 
and  Spofforth. 

The  Health  of  the  District. 

As  may  be  expected  ^  due  to  the  great  influx  of  population  (civilians 
and  military)  there  was  an  increase  from  1942  onwards  in  the  incidence 
of  zymotic  disease,  but  this  was  not-  excessive. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  drainage  of  the  two  hostels  erected  at  Wetherby  entailed  the 
enlargmnt  of  the  Wetherby  Sewage  Works  (by  the  Ministry  of  Works 
and  Planning).  Two  additional  sedimentation  tanks  and  one  additional 
100  ft.  filter  were  installed. 

The  military  camps  at  Scarcroft  and  Wetherby  and  the  P.O.W. 
Camp  at  Kirk  Deighton  were  provided  with  their  own  sewage  disposal 
works.  The  Civil  Defence  School  was  also  provided  with  sewage  disposal 
facilities.  The  R.A.F.  aerodrome  at  Tockwith  was  provided  with  sewage 
disposal  works  outside  the  area  of  your  District,  in  the  Nidderdale 
Rural  District. 

At  Boston  Spa  the  erection  of  the  extra  houses  and  of  the  R.A.F. 
Camp  entailed  the  alteration  of  the  Sewage  Works.  For  th  first  scheme 
the  Ministry  of  Works  and  Planning  installed  two  sedimentation  tanks 
and  pump-house  and  pump  to  sludge  out  the  same.  Later  the  R.A.F. 
provided  extra  land  for  treatment  of  the  sewage.  The  R.O.F.  was 
provided  with  its  own  sewage  disposal  works  and  in  the  erection  of  the 
factory  the  site  of  the  Council’s  works  for  the  treatment  of  sewage  from 
the  Marguerite  Hepton  Memorial  Hospital  and  from  Thorparch  Grange 
Home  Office  Approved  School  was  requisitioned  and  the  sewage  from 
these  premises  is  now  treated  at  the  R.O.F.  Works. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  water  supplies  of  the  district  were  reasonably  satisfactory  but 
in  connection  with  the  erection  of  the  R.A.F.  Aerodrome  the  Ministry 
of  Health  under  the  Defence  Regulations  authorised  the  provision  by 
your  Council  of  an  additional  borehole,  and  pumping  station  at  Long 
Marston.  The  design  of  this  pumping  station  for  Civil  Defence  reasons 
is  such  that  the  electric  motors  and  equipment  are  below  the  level  of 
the  ground.  The  water  supply  to  the  aerodrome  was  ultimately  provided 
from  boreholes  sunk  on  the  station  itself. 

The  supply  to  the  R.O.F.  and  its  hostels  at  Wetherby  and  Boston 
Spa  is  obtained  from  boreholes  sunk  at  Angrawi  in  your  district  and  at 
Healaugh  In  the  Tadcaster  Rural  District,  and  pumped  to  a  service 
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reservoir  on  the  factory  site  from  which  it  gravitates  to  Wetherby  and 
Boston  Spa.  This  water  is  very  hard  and  the  supply  to>  Crown  Property 
is  softened. 

The  Wetherby  District  Water  Company  has  experienced  difficulty 
in  maintaining  their  supply  especially  in  the  high  levels  of  the  district. 
During  1945  the  supply  of  the  Wetherby  District  Water  Co.  has  been 
supplemented  from  the  R.O.F.  Supply,  but  whilst  improved  pressure 
has  resulted,  the  hardness  of  the  water  has  produced  many  complaints. 

Civil  Defence  Duties 

At  the  outbreak  of  war  the  Civila  Defence  Organisation  was  in  the 
hands  of  the  Barkstob  Ash  A.R.P.  Committee  for  the  constituent  areas 
of  Garforth  U.D.,  Tadcaster  R.D.,  and  Wetherby  R.D.,  as  a  part  of 
the  County  Council’s  scheme  under  the  Air  Raid  PUrecautions  Act,  1937. 

Your  Surveyor  and  Deputy  Surveyor  were  responsible  for  the 
formulation  and  organisation  of  the  Rescue  and  Decontamination 
Services  in  the  District,  and  a  Rescue  Party  wTas  established  at  Wetherby 
and  one  at  Bardsey  with  one  Decontamination  Party  at  Wetherby.  Sub¬ 
sequently  Mr.  H.  Greaves  took  over  the  control  of  these  services  owing 
to  the  work  the  Surveyor  and  Deputy  Surveyor  were  required  to  carry 
out  in  other  directions,  but  at  the  time  of  transfer  a  Cleansing  Station 
was  in  course  of  erection  at  Wetherby.  Your  Surveyors  were  responsible 
for  the  organisation  of  an  Emergency  Waterworks  and  Sewers  Repairs 
Party. 

Similarly,  the  Repair  of  War  Damage  to  Property  was  the 

responsibility  of  the  Surveyor’s  Department  and  a  scheme  was  drawn 
up  and  materials  in  short  supply  provided  to  deal  with  First  Aid  Repairs 
after  Air  Raids.  It  was  decided  to  rely  on  the  builders  in  the  district 
for  labour  and  equipment. 

Your  Deputy  Surveyor  qualified  as  a  Civil  Defence  Instructor  and 
subsequently  assisted  in  the  training  of  Civil  Defence  and  N.F.S. 
Personnel. 

Your  Deputy  Surveyor  was  appointed  Superintendent  of  Mortunaries 
and  a  scheme  was  drawn  up  for  the  provision  of  emergency  mortuaries 
to  service  a  group  of  parishes.  19  buildings  were  requisitioned  for  this 
purpose  and  a  certain  amount  of  material  stocked  at  a  central  building 
in  Wetherby  to  be  transferred  out  to  whichever  building  required  to  be 
put  into  use. 

Gas  Decontamination  of  Food. 

The  Decontaminatlson  of  Food  Service  required  a  great  deal  of 
organisation  on  the  part  of  your  staff,  and  a  Food  Treatment  Centre  was 
established  at  Kippax  Old  Hall,  in  the  Garforth  District,  to  serve  the 
Barkston  Ash  Area.  The  necessary  party  of  men  was  obtained  and 
trained,  and  a  scheme  of  mutual  assistance  arranged  to  cover  a  wide 
area. 

Air  Raid  Shelters 

10  Public  Air  Raid  Shelters  were  erected,  6  at  Wetherby,  2  at 
Boston  Spa  and  1  at  Thorparch  by  the  W.R.C.C.  and  were  subsequently 
transferred  to  the  Council  for  maintenance.  81  Communal  surface 
shelters  were  erected  by  your  Council  at  Tockwith,  Wighill,  Boston 
Spa  and  Thorparch  and  Walton  by  your  Council  and  91  Morrison 
Shelters  provided  in  the  Parishes  of  Bilton  and  Tockwith.  This  en¬ 
tailed  a  considerable  amount  of  work  for  your  Surveyors  Department. 
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Emergency  Petrol  Supplies. 

For  the  supply  of  petrol  to  Civil  Defence  personnel  and  for  the 
Council’s  norma  services.  5  emergencyl  petrol  tanks  were  requisitioned, 
Boston  Spa  1,  Scarcroft  1,  Wetherby  3,  and  from  these  27,500  gallons 
of  petrol  was  issued  during  the  war  years. 

A  scheme  for  the  Salvage  of  Household  Goods  and  Property  was 

also  prepared  and  this  involved  securing  the  co-operation  and  the  active 
assistance  of  the  local  clergymen. 

Report  Centre. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  services  it  was  necessarj*  that  the 
Surveyor  and  Deputy  Surveyor  report  on  every  Air  Raid  Warning  to 
the  Report  Centre.  In  the  early  days  of  the  war  Report  Centre  Staffs 
were  called  out  on  the  receipt  of  a  “Yellow  ”  warning,  later  substituted 
as  a  u  Purple  ”  warning,  but  by  the  end  of  the  year  1942  this  was 
reduced  to  reporting  on  an  Alert. 

Air  Raids. 

Fortunately  raids  on  the  district  have  been  sporadic  and  confined 
to  single  raiders  and  haphazard  dropping  of  bombs.  Approximately 
50  H.E.  bombs  and  a  number  of  incendiary  bombs  were  dropped  in 
various  parts  of  the  district,  but  damage  was  negligible  and  only  one 
slight,  casualty  occurred  in  any  of  the  raids. 

In  view  of  the  threat  of  invasion  in  1942  Invasion  Committees  were 
set  up  in  various  Parishes  and  much  work  was  done  in  connection  with 
alternate  water  supplies  should  the  public  supplies  have  to  be  cut  off.
